Clarke discloses Tropane derivatives ( see col. 1, line. 10-60 ). The disclosed compounds of 
Clarke ( see examples 1 -1 4 and claims 1 -8 ) differ from the instant compounds in having the 
.nstant R2 group as 3-beta isomer instead of 3-alpha isomer. However, Clarke teaches that any 
stereochemical arrangement of the nucleus and substituents groups is contemplated ( see col. 1, 
lines 48-50 ). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to prepare the 
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instant confounds having R2 group as 3-a.pha isomer by moving 3-beta isomer since clarKe 
teaches this interchangeability for the substituents as mentioned above. 

5. Although applicants have amended specification to claim priority to earlier date yet it is of 
note that Kuhar ( U.S. Patent no. 6,358,492 ) chum, the tnstant 3 alpha tsomers ( see claim 1 ) 
and therefore, an interference will need to declared once all other remaining tssues ( 103 ) are 
resolved.
